Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  have  increased  materially  during  the  five 
years  for  which  records  are  available,  from  a  total  of  33,280  cars  for  the  crop 
year  194O-I+I  to  S3, l^h  cars  for  the  1944-1+5  season  just  completed,  according  to 
inspectors'  reports  to  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Adminis- 
tration.   Total  inspections  for  the  year  1943-44  amounted  to  S3, 5^3  cars» 

The  quality  of  .  the  1941+  crop  was  good,  SS  percent  grading  Ho.  2  or  "better 
compared  with  S6  percent  the  year  preceding.    Hinety-nine  percent  classed  as 
Yellow  "both  seasons. 

September  1945  inspections  totaled  765  cars,  with  S2  percent  grading  Ho.  2 
or  better. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  September  included  the  equivalent  of  107  cars 
inspected  as  cargo  lots  and  truck  receipts  equivalent  to  about  13  cars.
